The rebels were

have gained control of Natal, the 
important seaport and capital of 
the state of Rio Grande Do Norte, 
and the city of Mascahyba in the 
same state. The latter, 16 miles 
southwest of Natal, has a popula- 
tion of 2,500. Natal itself has 35,- 
000 inhabitants. • 
Fighting was under way in the 
village of Olinda, a suburb of 
Natal. 
Another outbreak was reported 


In Curltyba, the capital of 
the 
gduthern state of Parawa. 
Disrupted communications made 
It 
impossible 
to determine how 
many casualties may have occur- 
red;The "state of siege," 
which 
amounts to modified martial law. 
was called for by the president to 
overcome "an extremist plot to 
change not only the political but 
also the social order" of Brazil. 
Natal Captured. 
Natal itself was captured by 
rebel soldiers said by federal offi- 
'cials to be Communists, yesterday. 
The soldiers were led by their 
non-commissioned officers. 


The federal government started 


two squadrons of airplanes, 
de- 
tachments of loyal soldiers, and 
several warships toward the north. 
Fears for the safety of the Graf 
ippelin, due at Recife today af- 
.er a trans-Atlantic flight

CHINA GOVERNMENT 
NAUGURATED MONDAY 


YIN JU-KENCTADMINISTRA. 


TIVE COMMISSIONER OF 
AREA, PROCLAIMS STATE

An autonomous govern- 


ment for a large section of 
tforth China was inaugurat- 
ed today and it immediate- 
ly called on Japan for as- 
sistance. 


Yin Ju-Keng, head of the 


new nine-man autonomous 
council for 25 counties in Hopeh 
and Chahar provinces, asked Jap- 
anese government 
officials 
and 
militarists to 
send troops 
"to 
purge North China of commun- 
sts." 
• 
"I stand for the rescue of Chi- 
na and close harmony with Ja- 
>an," Yin announced in proclaim- 
ng 
political independence 
from 
Nanking. 
At the simple ceremony of in- 
auguration of the new govern- 
ment, Yin disclosed the five prov- 
inces of North China had been in- 
vited to join the 25 counties in 
self-government. 
At 
the 
same 
;ime he emphasized the movement 
was "autonomous not separatist." 


He said his government will 
control all revenues except 
the 
salt and customs taxes. 
There was widespread 
belieif 


that the autonomy movement, now 
begun, might spread 
to 
other 
North China provinces. Gen Sung 
Cheh-Yuan, overlord of 
Hopeh 
and Chahar provinces, 
it 
was 
thought, might continue the pro- 
cess, but the plans of other leada- 
ers were unclear.

D. Rockefeller and J. P. Morgan 
matched wits with 
the Scottish 


bobbin boy, grew the great United 
States Steel Corporation, first bil- 
lion dollar company in the nation. 


After Carnegie, entered the steel 


industry, he gathered around him 
a. group of tho finest executives 
in the business. 
Tehlr Carnegie 


Corporation became 
skilled 
in 


pricing 
Its 
products, expert In 


profiting from rebates on charges 
made for services hy other cor- 
porations, and it weathered tho 
fire of hot allegations blasted at 
many of Its practices. 
Tho Rockefeller Interests want- 


ed Carnegie Corporation. It was 
for sale—for $100,000,000 cash. 


After much dickering, the deal 


fell through, not without acrimo- 
ny, and Morgan sought to buy at 
a bargain price by building up 
competition to Carnegie products. 
The Scotsman fought back, hard 
aid bitterly. 
Morgan saw he could drive no 


bargain, but 
when, about 1901,

ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 22.—I have 
just completed a 700-mile flight 
over the southern front, penetrat- 
ing two-thirds of the way into 
Ogaden province right to the bat- 
tle lines and south to Daggah Bur. 
During the outgoing and return 


flights, my plane paralleled Em- 
poror Haile Selassie's giant, sin- 
gle-motored ship for parts of the 
journey, while he was making his 
first visit to the war zone. 
Ras Nasibu, Etihopian comman- 


der in chief on the southern front, 
and his aide, Wehib Pasha, for- 
mer general of the Turkish Em- 
perial army and Dardanelles hero, 
warned me Of the danger of be- 
ing shot down by Italians. I flew 
over Gorrahel, which the Italians 
occupy, 
flying 
sufficiently 
high 


to outdistance Italian anti-aircraft 
fire.From there, I flew to Daggah 
Bur, 
150 miles northeast of Gor- 
rahel, which is bombed dally by 
the Italians, and thence to Jljlga, 
100 miles farther to the northeast 
and general headquarters for the 
Ethiopian southern armies. 
Population Flees. 
The population of Daggah Bur, 
mistaking my plane for an Ital- 
ian craft, fled the city. 
Two Italian planes were report- 


ed to have preceded me over Ji- 
Jiga and nearby Harar, flying to 
Diredawa to observe the move- 
ments of the emperor, who was 
preparing to return by air to Ad- 
dis Ababa. 
"Your flight Is a highly hazard- 


ous one," said Ras Nasibu, "be- 
cause the unlettered natives know 
only Italian 
planes. 
They will 


undoubtedly 
mistake your 
ma- 


chine for an enemy plane and 
may attempt to shoot you down." 


When I took off from Jijiga for 
Daggah 
Bur, Ras Nasibu and 


Wehlb Pasha appeared at the air- 
field to deliver a final 
caution 
and to say farewell. 


Within a half hour I was fly- 


ng over Daggah Bur. where Dr. 
Robert W. Hockman has the only 
American field hospital In Ethio- 
pia. 
Stars and Stripes Fly. 


The Stars and Stripes fly proud- 


ly from 
Dr. Hockman's 
tents, 
warning the Italians that they 
must refrain from bombing this 
remote refuge.

Solutlon of .a 28-year-old murder 
mystefy was announced today by 
County Attorney Charles B. Leed- 
ey following the purported confes- 
sion of a woman in Death Valley, 
Calif., and the arrest of C.-E. Far- 
mer, justice of the peace at La- 
verne. 


Leedey said 
murder * charges 


were filed against Farmer after 
receipt of a letter from Mrs. Bon- 
nie Lovall, the Death Valley wo- 
man, 
setting forth details of the 
28-year-old crime. 
He said the woman wrote she 
was present In Shattuck the night 
Ed Nelson was slain and his body 
hidden In underbrush on the banks 
of Wolf creek. 


"According to her letter and other 


Information we have unearthed, 
Nelson 
had lost several 
thousand 
dollars In a poker game with Farmer 
and another man now dead" Leedey 
said. 
"After the game Farmer 
or the other man met Nelson out- 
side of the gambling place and 
struck him with a wagon spoke. 
"Then his body was loaded Into 
a wagon and taken to the banks 
of Wolf creek. 
There his wrists 
were slashed and his head nearly 
severed from his body. 
The re- 
mains then were tossed into the 
brush." 
Leedey said he had checked de- 


tails of the letter and had learned 
that Nelson's body was found the 
next day by Herb Becker," now 
living In Kansas City, and Grant 
Sears, whom he is trying to lo- 
cate. 
Becker and Sears, Leedey said, 
were attending baptismal services 
along Wolf creek 
when 
they 


stumbled over the body. 
Seeking Witnesses. 


Leedey said he was asking Beck- 
er, who. was a small boy at the 
time of the slaying, to come to 
Arnett to testify and that 
he 


would Issue a subpoena for Sears 
when he located him. 
'I think he Is somewhere In the 
west, perhaps In Colorado," Leedey 
said. "He moved away from here 
a long time ago." 


The slaying, old records reveal- 


ed, occurred Nov. 2, 1907—just two 
weeks before Oklahoma became a 
state. 


'That was In old territorial days 
and the forces of law and order 
were not very well organized at the 
time," 
Leedey 
explained. 
"The 
records show that all Investigation 
was carried on over a period or 
several months, but that no solu- 
tion ever was recorded." 


Leedey said the Death Valley 
woman said she would be nl Ar- 
nett, possibly today, to tell person- 
ally her story of the mystery. 
Border Town Entertainer. 
'She said in her letter that she 


was an entertainer in Shattuck, 
;hen a rip-roaring border 
town, 


when the slaying occurred," he 
declared. "She wrote that she ac- 
companied Farmer and the other 
man in the wagon in which they 
took the body of Nelson to the 
creek bank but that she had no 
part In the actual slaying. 


"I do not plan 
to file 
any 
charges against her." 
He said he understood 
"con- 
science" had prompted the pur- 
ported • confession of Mrs. Lovall. 


Leedey said Fasmer denied any 
part in the slaying. He has been 
justice of the peace at Laverne 
for several years, is married, and 
has one child, the county attorney 
added. 
Letter Tolls Story. 


The letter, which Leedey said 


was dictated and signed by Ora 


all, husband of Bonnie, follows 
in part: 
"To Whom it May Concern: 


"In November, 1907, when Nel- 
son was killed, 
Bill Lee 
and 
Jaunce Farmer got Bonnie Mc- 
Cumber to lure Nelson down back 
of the depot in Shattuck with the 
purpose of hijacking him for what 
money he had on him. 
"One of these men hit him with 


a wagon spoke and 
killed 
him- 
Then Jaunce went and 
got his 
team and buggy and hauled him 
out north or into this plum brush. 
Bonnie held the team while the 
two men carried him to the buggy 
at the depo.t and also when they 
carried him out 
to 
the 
plum 


brush. 
'They did not Intend to kill him 
but just to stun him so It would 
be easy to rob him of his money. 
He had $1,180 on him at that time 
which they took. 


'Bonnie took this money 
where she 
lived... .would 
come 
every morning and Bonnie would 
give him 3175 every morning until 
the whole amount was deposited. 
Instead of putting it all in one 
bank he deposited $750 
in 
a 


Wichita. Kans., bank, she did not 
know which one. 
"The remainder was put In two 


other banks, one In Shattuck and I 
the other in Amarillo, Texas. 
"They had gotten around $3,000 
all told including the money tak- 
en from Nelson's body. 
"Ora Lovall."

•A full barrel of deadly poison 


was reported today by Dr. J. C. 
Geiger, city health director, to 
have, been mixed with baking soda 
sold " at bargain prices to hun- 
dreds of San Francisco house- 
wives. 


A department 
store 
employe's 


carelessness, Dr. Geiger said, may 
have been responsible for Intro- 
duction of the poison Into the 
soda. At least three deaths have 
been attributed to the poisoned 
kitchen staple. 


The health director said the dis- 


covery was made when the store 
owner turned over to the health 
department one of three • empty 
barrels of "baking soda" the store 
had sold In bulk form during the 
past month. 


He explained that an employe 


had Informed him that two dis- 
play barrels were refilled, as their 
contents were sold, from this bar- 
rel.

Dr. Geiger said a few pounds 


of powdered substance In the bot- 
tom of the barrel was virtually 
pure poison—the less active of 
the two found in the contamin- 
ated soda.

inches high with black crayon.
